The issue: Blot machines, gambling, liquor 
by the drink and parl-mutuel betting on 
horse and dog racing. SMdently the forces 
seeking legolliatlon ot these so-called "vices" 
are really turning on the heat to moke these 
things the chief order of legislative business. 

Mean^Thiie, many other matters of vital 
jmportance to the state must wait. Just as 
they have been forced to wait for years — all 
because the people's representatives in Boise 
cannot, or wlU not, get to work on some sen- 
sible program, instead of concerning them- 
selves primarily with controversial issues. 

If the . Republicans would only stop to 
realize It/.thejc have been cutting their own 
throats so far during the present session ot 
the legislature. 

They must not forget how they cussed and 
. damned the Democrats, new dealers and 
bureaucrats for all the so-called "bungling.'-. 
They must bear-In mind how they ridiculed 
the lost session ot the legislature for devoting 
inost ot its time to slot insichlncs and the 
like and finally accomplishing little of any- 
thing. 

They must realize that up to now, their 
own predominantly Republican legislature 
has been doing the very same (hlng— stum- 
bling around without any dcflnlto program.
